Church-men in all their out-rages from ſecular power, in this andin other 
Natiens,and di-efting of thoſe Dung-Carts, fall of Canonical Books ( di- 
ſtint from the Civil Law,or the Munictpals of exch Countrey ) enovgh,by 
cheir burden, ro fink a thouſand Aſſes inco the River of Tyber, Bur to pro-

'T Tcopiene ork, being of the Race of the Idolatrous Canaantes, and 
were the firſt-fruirs of any whole Cities or Societies of men that were pro 
ſelyred unto God,preſaging of old,the future admiſſion of the whole Har” 
yeſt of the Genriles within che Pale of the Church. - 
The Story is ſufhciently known, how the people of Gibeon, (hephirah 
Beeroth,and Kiriath-Jearim,by a wily collufion impoſed npon Joſhxah, and 
the Princes of 7ſrael,whereby chey obtained an exemprion of their perſons 
from the common calamity of (Canaan, Burt,upon diicovery of itheir craft, 
they were ſolemnly adjudged unto Bondage; yet ſuch as was very honou- 
able, (if any ſervicude may be fo ltyled) inthar they were appointed for 
'zrvants tothe Houle of GoJ, under the Prieſts and Levites, and ſo might 
eſteem ic ſome acceſſion of excellency to be placed rather in the Van of 
Bond-men.chen inthe Rear,and ro be made che Lags of Free-men, Whar 
ever eſtimation they pur, upon it,certain it is, ſuch ſacred ſervice was a great

doubtlefſe in the ages before the flood. For Heathens, who poſlibly had 
never ſeen the writings of Moſes, do acquaint ns with this as a prog- 
noſtick of rain. As for inſtance Aratws the Poet (cited by Par! fot another 
end) hath this paſsage in his 4rmonudie ver, 206, & 208,

The Types of old were the ſhells ; the typified marter, the ſweet ker- 
nel within, So that as the faſhion of the kernel is wichin,ſuch is the external 
forme of the ſhell without , and accerdingly we find it to have bin fo in 
Typcs. 

"The ancient Types are frequently compared ro ſhadows : The Typihed + 
things then are the bodies from whence theſe ſhadows were projeRed or 
ca(t,So that the Type is hinted by this fimilitudesto have bin far inferiour to » 
the body or ſubliance from whence it was derived : and yet herein we may 
find ſome dark fimilicude avd reſemblance of that body, whereof ic was a 
ſhadow, For look, even as a ſhadow gives the ſhape of a body lometimes 
in equal 4 0 according to the poſition of the light, by means of 
which the ſhadow repreſents the intercepting bedy : So did the Types 
forme of them admirably delineate and effigiate the ſhape of (pirituall 
things. 

Beſides, ſhadows which attend. upon bodies, ſhew forth their 
motions, either progreſſive , or recrograde, the inclining of the whole, 
or the flexace of any member according to the: various poſtures

Fucchermore,ia this celemblance of Types to ſhadows,if we oblecye the 
ficuation ot che grofle and dark body,we find the ſhadows ſometimes caſt 4b 
ante,before,and \omecimes 4 parte poitica,behind; when the body is fixed and 
the luminary moveable.In like manner we may ſpeak allufively of cheJews, 
as of oid (tindinz in the (hidow that was calt ben behind the Locd of glo- 
ry;we likewiſe have ſome ſhadows,burt they are caſt «6 ate, from before his 
face as he 15 moving forward in his Kingdom of grace: ſuch are the two Sa- 
craments. For we behold his face in ſome meaſuce, refle&ing on che tate of 
his incarnation;thovgh palely repreſented in the laver of bapriſme,and rud- 
dily ia the wine of His ſupper. The glory of his Divinity and Myſtical head- 
ſhip in heaven,lends us a ſhadow ot his meritorious work.in the Sacramen- 
ral repreſentations of his ſufferings, by the Symbols of his body and blood, 
For ia theſe Goſpel daies there doth rarely or never appear any (4) ſhadow 
of the Lord Jeſus withonr and apart from his Myſtical body the Church.

In all Types thereis ſome obſcuricy, even as the proper notion of ſha- 
dows lies in the abſence of light from the place obicured,by the interpoling 
and eclipſing body : wheretore che greater diligence is to be given in exa- 
mining the various parts of the ſhadow, with the lines of incidence as they 
fall from the ſubitance chart incerceprs the light. / 

Moreover, it is not extraneons to our purpoſe ro obſerve that one and 
the ſame body, may [give forth many ſhadows varying in their appearance »

N the Hiſtorical diſcourſe we find bat two Courts encompaſhog the 

Temple in the daies of King Ss/omzony, The firft, or neareſt to the Teltwns 
or covered- building ( treated of in rhe foregoing SeQion ) , was called the 
Court of the Priefis, becan(e the rites and ceremonies of Sacrifice were there- 
in performed, The other , calledthe oucer Court , the great Court, or the 
Court of 1ſrarl , was that whereinto the People of the Land of Canees had 
free admiſſion, in caſe they were clean according to the Lai. 

Some ſpeak of a third Court, common to the Geneiles , and therefore by 
Chriſtian Wricers ſometimes termed the Court of the Gentiles, , But it 
could nor be-(d) properly ſtyled a Court, becauſe without eicher Walls or 
Pavements, containing it ſeems the whole compaſs of Mount Aoriah,where- 
in the Gentile Proſelyres might ſtand and worſhip.

Among which, the ourmoſt of all might ſignify Hypocrites and Forma- 
liſts, who appear inexternal ſhape as ſacred worſhippers Randing in the open 
view of Ordinances, Or rather, ( becauie ſuch Proſelyres might come, 
ſome of them with fincere and honeſt intevcion of heart, ro worſhip) ir 
might ſhadow forch che tate of ſuch prong whoſe faces are ſer toward Ziew, 
& enquire the way to the Temple inthe beginning of the work of converſion, 
The Court of Ifoatt may be applyed and accommodated ro the faichful 
Worſhippers under the Goſpel, who are more fully and clearly acquainted 
with ſpirrtual ſervice , and draiv nearerto God in Eine communion wich 
him, and Rand ina near enjoyment and fruition of his preſence, The in» 
ward Courr was open onely to Priefls and Levites, denoting the Church-Of- 
ficers nnder the New Teflament, who preſent the ſpiritual Sacrifices of Saints 
_ the Majeſty of heavenzat the ſer-times of werſhip in the publick affern- 


es, 

The body ofthe Temple had tiyo more principal parts, viz. the Sanfna- 
ry andthe Oracle, Ordinary Prieſts of old were adfairred into the former, - 
ſhewing the ſecret ſpiritual communion which che godly Miniſters of che e= 
vangelical worſhip do held and enjoy with his divine Majeſty, From him 
they receive the bread of life ro diſpenſe for the food of Saints, The 
Lamps of knowle for illumination of the underſtandings of rhe 
faichful , they enlighten at che Golden Candlefticks within SanR-

Their Prayers, being perfumed with the aromarical and fragrant' Merits 
and Mediation of Jeſus Chriſt, yield forth a ſycer ſmelling ſavour of reft ar

commonly obſervable,that thoſe of a Popiſh train and cemper,tbat are bigbly 
rigid and ſeverely tenacions of multitudes of Ceremonies inGods ſervice, either 
deduced from ſome among the Jews,or others among cheHeathens,and blend: 
ed cogether with ſome new inventions, of their own innovation,are uſually re- 
miſs in holy and cloſe walking withGod,and are the greateft perſecutors ef the 
Saints,as we ſee at this day in the Popedome. Pax/< when moſt zealous of the 
traditions of his Fathers, then perſecuted he the Church out of meaſure, and 
waſted it. It's a manifeſt ſign of mans departure from uprightneſs, © when be 
ſeeks out many inventions. 

This being then evident, that after the coming of Chrift,and his meritorious 
Paſlion,all ceremonial worſhip annexed to Sacrifices,and other InjunRions of 
God to the Jews, were abſolntely ro determine, Let us ſee then what thoſe Sa- 
crifices did principally hold forth. Now here I ſhall deſire firſt ro ſpeak 
ſomewhat in general,and then deſcend to ſome particular Sacrifices with their 
appendices,and ſo conclude this Section. 

Several Names are given to Sacrifice in Scripture : as fir VID Mincha, 
Ges.

7. The burnt Offering was called 717'P from 7Y to aſcend, becauſe be- 
ing wholly burnt, it did aſcend up to Heaven in ſmoak and vapour, By the 
Septuagint it is termed 9Azavmwuz,a whole burnt Cfering. There was there» 
fore a conſtant fire maintained upon Gods Altar to this purpoſe. b The Bul- 
lock, Lamb,or Kid which was thus Offered upon the account of the ſinner did 
note our corcuptibility; even like the bodies of theſe Beaſts obnoxious 
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to the conſuming wrath of God, and the puniſhment juſtly due co. us, 
. even to be tormented in the fire of his indignation, And as the vas. 
pour aſcended up to Heaven, to cry for propitious mercy; ſo it ſhewed 
the place, from whence alone we can expe redemption and expiation for ſig, 
even from Heaven in the acceptation of Chriits offering, who was ſcorched in 
the fire of Gods wrath for fin. Hereby likewiſe the meanes of obtaining par- 
don and grace, are ſignified by the two properties of Fire, Light,and Heat. The 
- Light of Faith, whereby the ancient Jewes did foreſee Chrift the promiſed Sa» 
critice, and the Heat of ardent prayers breathed from the Altar of an infla- 
med hearc, whereby chey did in the name of the foreſeen and hoped for Sacri- 
fice, obtain the remiſſion of ſin- Beſides theſe were often reiterated for a con- 
ftant memorial of the © great Sacrifice once to be offered for the fins of many : «© He.

With the holy Ghoft and fire. Henceis that metaphorical expreſlion in the A- 
poſtle P.zu/, commanding the Saints of 8 Theſſalonica to take heed of quench- 
ing the Spirit, whoſe warming andinflaming motions are neceſſary for the of- 
fering up of all our ſpiritual Saerifices unto God : even as the continual fire 
upon the Altar was for thefe ofthe Jewiſh Ordinances. 


Of this Burnt-offering (concerning which weare treating) I ſhall at pre- - 


ſent obſerve but one thing more; ard thatis, that there was nothing of it re- 
ſerved from the fire but the skin only, and that was given to the Þ Prieſts. In 
like manner, when the Heads of Families were Priefts before the giving of the 
Law, the Sacrificer bad the skin, As* Origen obſerved of old concerning A- 
dam, that the skins wherewith he was cloathed, were of the Beafts which were 


offered in Sacrifice, To fignifie that by the clothing of Chriſts righteouſneſs, * 


the preat Sacrifice for ſin, our nakedneſs is hidden from the ſight of God. Bur 


why matt che Prieft in following times after the ſolemn introduRion of the ſe- 


veral Rites of the Moſaical Law, have the skin of the Sacrifice > To ſhew there» 
by, that in the fickt place God would have the pains and labour of bis ſervants 


in his worſhip to be alway rewarded. Welcarn alſo hereby, that every mans * 


Offering is to have the outward skin of profefſion pulled off, God looks 
to the heart and inwards of our duties, what far and fleſh there is upon our 
ſervices. But the Prieft he muſt have the skin : heis to take care of ard look to 
the very externals of worſhip, that they be managed accordirg to the preſcripe 
forme of Gods will, and is to have recompence for ſuch his ſervice, *Tis not 
the skin that will fatisfie or pleaſe God in our Offerings : He that ſearches the 
hearr, expeRts we ſhould worſhip him in ſpirit and truth. 

The performance of the ſolemnity of this Offering conſifted in eight particu» 
lars, as you may read pap. 116. of this Treatiſe, whereupon I ſhall briefly 
ploſs only by alluſion, craving a favourable and candid Interpretation : for I 
preſs not my own apprehenſions rigidly at any time, and then ſhall retireto 
the ſecond, the Sin-offering. 

1. Weareto confeſs our ſins over the head of the Offering, that God may 
lay them upon and imputethem to Jeſus Chriſt. Confeſſion muſt go before 
pardon; Confeſs and forſake, and ye ſhall find mercy. ® If we confeſs our 
ſins, he 1s faithfull ro forgive us, and the © b/oud of Chriſt his Sog ſhall cleanſe 
us from them. 

2. As the perſon did ſlay his Offering ; ſo *cis we that by our ſins have cru- 
cified the Lord of life. | 

3. AsthePrieft ſprinkled the bloud round about the Altar ; ſo. Chriſt who 
offered up bimſelf, ſprinkles his meritorious bloud upon the Altar, and makes 
his Sacrifice acceptable : Nay all our Spiritual Szcrifices are only plea+ 
ſing to God, through the ſprinkling of his precious blood. This 4 b/:»d of 
ſprinkling ſpeaks better things then that of Abel. AbeP's bloud cried for ven- 
geance againft his wicked Brother, this bloud of our elder Brother cries for 
mercy, atonement and pardoning grace, for ſuch as are ele& according to the 
fore-knowledge of God the Father, through ſan@ification of the Spirit unto 
obedience, and © ſprinkling of the bloud of Jeſus Chriſt. 

4. As the Prieft flayed off the skin : So our great Highprieſt by the power 
of his Divinity did lay down his life, he did exzere T abernacnlum, lay alide 
the thin * 7 abernacle of his body for a while, when be gave up the Ghoſt ro 
the Fathcr, and commended his Spirit ro him. Þ The vail of his fleſh was 
rent infunder in the day, when he made his < Soul an Offering for ſin. 

5. As the Sacrifice was cut in pieces, Oh how was his bleſſed Body mangled 
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by the nails and fpear, his head piereed with thorns! 4 They pierced 
and feet! Oh how wis his bleſſed ſou! under flaming agonies in that hour, when 
he cried out, 41y God, my God, Why haſt than forſaken me ! 

6. Fire was laid upon the Altar, and faell co preſerve ir. The wrath of God 
was the fire and fin the fuet to keep ic burning : till this blefſed Saviour had fully 
ſatisfied for all the ſins of che ele. 

7. All the parts were laid in order upon the Altar : even as Chriſt our Lord 
was ftretched out upon the Croſs. 

8. Theinwards and legs were waſht in water, and then burnt, being an 
offering made by fire of a ſweet favour ro the Lord. For Incenſe was joyn- 
. ed with Sacrifice to give a ſweet perfome.” This might allude to the clean- 
neſs and holineſs of Chriſts heart, hewas a moſt innocent perſon ; The 

water of the Spirit ran alwayes thorow him,and noted the purity of his walking, 
the ſpotleſneſs of his life, and therefore he could © nor ſuffer for himſelf, * *twas 
for our traxiſgreſſions that he was wounded, for or iniquitizs was he bruiſed. Up. 
ON our account was he ſcorched in the flzmes of his Fathers wrath , when che 
ardent ejaculations of his ſout in prayer, like inflamed Incenſe, went up ſmoak- 
ing towards Heaven, and giving a moſt precious ſent and favour to his glorious 
Sacrifice, 8 when thrazzgh the eternal Spirit be offered up him/elf without ſpit to Ged, 

Of the Six-Offering. 

There is a common nate in the Hebrew co all Offerings made by fire, and it 
is TON from UN fire, beravſe offered by fice. Sometimes it is applied to the 
2 burne-offering, as we tranſlate it, an offering made by fire,to Þ meat-offerings, 
co © peace-offerings,4 and ro fin-offering s. 
crificia ignits., The proper name of this is caken from the reaſon or ground 
whereupon it was offcred, and that was for the expiation of tome fin commic- 
ted, as hath been declzredin the Hiſtorical part of this Work. 

This Sin- offering priacipally referred unto Chrilt, who was made © $;z for us, 
that is, 25 f Pari/ien/is expounds the place, an offering for fin on our behalf; ac- 
cording to that expreſſion concerning the Prieſts in the Prophet Hoſes, T bey 
eat up the ſin of my pe-ple 8, which ſeems to allude to the Priefts part and ſhare in 
« the Sacrifice. So likewiſe when the Apoſtle declares ®, that God for fin did con- 
« den fin in his fleſh, For ſix, that is (faith he) For the Sin-offering of Chrilt, 
God did for the ſake, and upon the account of his infinitely precious Sacrifice 
condemn and deſtroy in, thar ſſhouldTever have dominion over the Elect, 

i ſceing Chriſt hath died. 
* TheSin offering was uſually a 14ale, to ſignifiethe ſtrength of Chriſts me- 
, rits. Perfef and without ſport, to ſhew the integrity and purity of his Nature. 
He off:r*'d himſelf wirhaxt ſpot * or blem:ſh, he was a Lamb without ſpot. As 
there were Heifers, Goats and Lambs offer'd in this cafe : ſois our Lordin Scris 
pture reſembled to them in his bleflcd Sacrifice. 

There were ſeveral ſeaſons of the preſenting Sin- offerings to God : but the 
principal time was on the Expiation day, to which I would ſpeak ſomewhat 
largely. Firſt relating hiſtorically the ſervices of the day: and then applying 
them in a ſpiritual manner unto Chrift. 

The Services of the ſclemn D ay of Expiation, being the 10 of the 7'h Aſoneth. 

In the Morning of this ſolemn day berimes (as uſually on other dayes) the 

. aſhes were taken off from the Altar,and the wood laid in order. Then the High- 
prieſt (who performed all che folemnities of this day ) putting on his golden 
garments ſlew the Lamb , the conftant Morning Sacrifice, and ſprinkled the 
bloud on the Altar ; then he went into the Temple,and burnt the Incenſe of the 
Morning, and trimmed the Lamps. After this he comes out and burns the fleſh 
of the daily Sacrifice, and offers irs meat-offering and drink-offering with ir. 
Then he proceeds to the extraordinary work of the day ,vwbich was the offering 
of the!

Leaving theſe niceties: Oh that our louls could 
bleed tor thoſe ſins that drew out the vitall and moſt precious blood of Jeſus 
Chriſt 1 Oh that we did look upon him, whom we have pierced, and mourn for 
him as one mourneth for his only ſon, and be in bitterneſs for him,as one that is 
in bitterneſs for his firſt born ! Who by his meritorious ſufferings, is become a 
propitiation for our fins 2, 

Mention is made of the end why the blood of the Bullock was brought into the 
moſt holy place,even to expiate for the ſins of the High-Prieft himſelf ; it was 
his Offering.Whereby was ſignified the inſufficiency and invalidity of the Jewiſh 
Prieft-hood of it ſelf ,to imperrite from God any pardon for ſin, ſeeing it ſelf did 
need and requirean annuall atonement and reconciliation for its own firs in the 
fight of God. So that the High Prieſt wasto be full of compaſſion to the igno- 
rant, for Þ that he himſelfaliſo was compaſſed-with-infirmity ; and by reaſon 
thereof,ought as for the:people,ſo alſo ;for thimſelf, ro offer for fins, Bur ſuch 
an hiph Prieſt became is, c.< who needeth not daily ( as thoſe did) td offer up 
Sacrifice firſt for his own fins, and then for the peoples : For this he did once, 


when he offered op himſelf. Now alchough Chriſt had no ſin of his own, where« . 


upon to expidte for himſelf, yer he &d perlonally bear all the ſinnes of the Ele&t 
| upon 
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upon him by divine impuration ; and therefore he did impucatively offer up for 
himſelf, bur effeRively and virtually only for the Elet. And theretore,as the 


Apoftle ſaies in the laſt cited place, he did it but once. 
Beſides,as this blood was ſprinkled within the Veil to purify it from unclean- 


' neſs,it ſignified and hinted ro us the wonderfull defilement, and contagiogs na- 


rure of ſia,chac had pierced into the moft holy place,thereby intimating that the 
higheſt and moſt eminent ſervices in our worſhip may be polluted with ſinne, 
and need, purification by the blood of Chrit. 

Moreover, as the place within the Veil ſignified Heaven, ſo the bringing 
the blood of Chriſt thicher, ſhews that Heaven is an * [zheritance 
with the Saints in light, and a * poſſeſſion in glory purchaſed by the bloud of 
Chrift, and therefore the beginning of glory is called Þ the day of Redemption. 
For we are not fully redeemed from all our fins and miſeries, till we ſer foot 
within the vail by virtue of the price of Chrilts bloud. © Let ns then lay hold 
upon the hope that is ſer before us, as an Ancagr of the ſoul, both ſure and 
tedfaft, which eatreth-into that | moſt holy place ] within the vail, whither 
the fore-runner even Jeſus is entred for us, We may therefore now have a holy 
and revereat 4 boldneſs to enter into the holieft by the blood of Jeſus, by a new 
and living way, which he hach conſecrated for us through the vail, that is to fay, 
his fleſh. | 

Ic is co be obſerved further, That the Highprieſt went into the Oracle with 
this bloud © alone, he had none with him. Tr was his peculiar Office, which 
none might preſume to perfore beſides himſelf. So did Chrift enter alone, to 
ſh:w char there is no other Highprieft or Head of his Church, bur he alone. 
There is none of the Saints gene into Heaven with body and foul cogether, and 
continue there in ſo compleat a ſtare of happineſs poſhbly, as they ſhall be after 
the Day of Judgment. His glorified body only is 1n the moſt holy place, ſitting 
at the right hand of God. Here we might move a Queſtion about Excch, E- 
lijah, Lazarus, and the Saints that roſe at Chriſts death, Mat. 27.52. Whe- 
ther they ſhall receive a further ſtate of perfeRion at the ReſurreQion, ſeeing 
Chrift himſelf is ſaid to be the firſt fruits of them that ſlept, 1 Cor. 15. 20, 23. 
Further, as the Prieſt entred alone with the bloud for purification: -So *cwas 
Chrif thar f crod the winepreſs of his Fathers wrath a/one, of the people there 
was none with him. It is recorded alſochac at his apprehenfion, his Diſciples s 
all fortook him and fled. po . 

After the Highprieft had reconciled the moſt holy place, he was to go forth 
and * put ofthe bloud of the Ballock and Goat upon the horns of the golden 
Altar, and to ſprinkle ſeven times upon it, and do fo likewiſe to the Tabernacle, 
by which I bumbly conceive is meant the holy place or SanQuary, at the upper 
ead whereof neer the vail ſtood the golden Alcar. What this golden Altar, and 


. its horns ſignified, I have ſpoken before. The Incenſe nated Prayer. Hereby 


in the ficft place may be ſignified, that by virtue of Chrifts bloud it is, that his 
prayets and mediations for theChurch,are heard and accepted before the throne 
of God, Hs Interceflion is buile npon his Paſſion, and for all that ke ſuffered, 
them he prayes for. Asto the prayers ofthe Saints, ir is to be noted, that none 
arceffe&tual bur ſuch as proceed through Chriſts Cenſer, perfumed with the In- 
cenſe of his intermediation with the Father for us. 

The bloud put upon ir, noted, that the infirmities and ſinfulneſs of our prays 
ers, are to be purged and taken away by the bi'oud of Chriſt: As he ſaid, Ds- 
wine lava lachrymas, Lord waſh my tears ; we muft ſay, Waſh them in che 
bloud of Chrift, and perfume our ſighs with his precious odours. 

The four horns tipt with bloud ſignifies the prevalency and vigorons ftrength 
of his prayers when he treats with his Father on our behalf upon the account of 


his precious bloud. 
As the four horns did look to the four winds of Heaven,and the four quarters 


ofthe Earth,which(to allude)poſlibly might ſignifie the availableneſs of Chrifts 
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prayers for all believers throughout the world, who put their truſt in him, and 
lift up their prayers to Heaven in his bleſſed name. 

The horns of this Altar might ſer forth the ſtrength of prayer, both for the 
good of the Church, and for the ruine of her eaemics, and therefore is it that we 
read of odours ſmoaking at the golden Altar, and immediately upon the Saints 
prayers the ſeven Angels prepared their Trumpets to ſound warre, deſolation 
and rvine to the adverſaries of the Church, and at the ſounding of the ſixth An- 
gel. There was a voice (or return m__—_— that came from the four Horns 
of the golden Altar, which is before b \ 

Furthermore, as the Tabernacle or Sanctuary was alſo to be purged with 
bloud ; this might ſhew to us, that all our holy ſervices wherein we draw nigh 
to God, muſt be waſhed in the bloud of Chirift : or clſe God will find matter 
enough therein to condemn us, ualeſſe be take away the iniquity of our holy 


- things, we ſhall never be able to ſtand in Gods ſight, or to anſwer him one of 


2 thouſand for all the choiſeft and higheſt performances which we yeeld 
to his Majeſty, with the moſt ardent and heavenly frames that our ſpis- 
ris can poſſibly be in, while we waik here below in Tabernacles of clay. 

When the Prieft had finiſhed this work of Atonement for the Oracle and 
Sanctuary, he then came out into the Courtto the ſcape Goat, and performs 
the work before-recited. 

You heard of ewo Goats, the one by lot was pitcht upon for a fin-offering, 
whoſe bloud we ſee was carried into the mo holy place. 

T he lot is caſt into the lap, but the Whole diſpoſing thereef is of the Lord, So 
was Chrift delivered by the determinate counſel of God. 


But why ſhould our Lord, among other creatures, be ſet forth by a Goat, a - 


rank and ſalacious creature, who himſelt was not touched with the leaft ſhadow 
of finne? In the Scripture< wicked men; and cruel Heathen Kings are ſet our 


by Goats, Den. $. 5. Devils by Satyrs, Epgipans, &c. in many Authors. Poſ- . 


ſibly upon this account of that imputed fin and iniquity which he ſuſtained, he 
being found 4 i» the likeneſſe of ſinful fleſs : For the bloud of thoſe brafts was 
brought into the SanRuary by the Highprieft © for fx. 


Some think that the two Goats f repreſented the rwo Natures of our bleſſed - 
Saviour ; the ſlain Goat his Humanity, the ſcape Goat his Divinity. I rather , 


ſuppoſe they might exhibir the ewo States of his Humanity, bis Paſſion, and his 
Reſurre&tion, For, becauſe the ſame creature cou!d not both ſuffer death, and 
preſently l:ye again without a miracle, Therefore one was appointed to death, 
ro repreſent our bleſſed Lord bis ſuffering death upon the Croſs : The other af- 
ter the bloud of the former had been ſprinkled, was to eſcape, fignifying his Re- 
ſurreRion z He was the {ain Goat 8 delivered for our offences; and as the /iving 


© Geatthat ſcaped death, lo was he raiſed again for our Juſtification. As the flaiw 


Goat he way put to death in the flefb, as the ſcape Goat, be was quickned by 
the Spirit. 

The ſcape Goat, although a poor creature in it ſelf, uncapable of figne, 
yet had all-the ſinnes of the people confeſſed over its head: So Chriſt i who 
knew no finne, yet was made ſinne for us, that we might be made the 
righteouſneſlſe of God in him. He laid:on him the iniquity of us all, 7/a. 53. 6. 


The Rabbies tell a ftory *, that when the ſcape goat was ſent into the wilder- , 


neſs,there was a ſcarlet thred tied to the Temple-gate , which when the Goat 
arrived at the recks inthe wilderneſs, immediately turned white, and therein do 
allude to that p'ace, though your fins be as ſcarler, yer they ſhall be as white as 
ſnow. Which leave to their confirmation. . 

The ſcape Goat being laden with the ſins of the people, was carried from Gods 
preſencein the Temple afar off into the wilderneſs:So hath the Lord Jeſus remo- 
ved our ſins afar off our of the fight of God, and from his vingicative Juſtice car- 


 riedthem into the Land of forgetfulneſs, it being for his ſake, who bore our ſins, 
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that he hath promiſed to remember them no more. As fac as the Eaft is from 
the Weſt,ſfo far hath he removed ourtranſgreflions from us, Þ Laſt. 
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High- Prieft offered up «© 7, 16, 3, 
the two burnt Offerings,one for himſelf, the other for the people, after fin was fully ex- 5,24. 


* fleſh in water, before they could be admitred into the Camp again : To ſhew that though

The Prieſts part in this Offering was the cheeks, the right ſhoulder, the breaſt, and 
the maw. f 7erom in his Treatiſe of Pricftly veliments ſrnc to Fabiola, ſaies, The check 
was given tothe Prieſt to ſignific [| Elequentem ernditumgue, | that be ſhould remem.- 
ber to be eloquent and learned in che Law of God. The Pricfts lips are to preſerve 
knowledge, and the people are to enquire the law at his mouth. He goes on [| [x bra- 
chis bena epera & pugnam contra diabolum | By giving the ſhouider tothe Prielt, he was 
thereby taught ro have a care to maintain good works, and to fight againſt the Dcv1l,

abſtinence frem'luxury and all manner of excels. Thele I only propuſe nakedly for 
them who pleaſe to receive or rejeR theſe aneieat notions, If they beld forth any thing, 
then theſe two,the breaſts and the ſhoulder, which were Wave- Offerings, given from 
the people to the Prieſt,might chiefly be inſiſted on. 1. He was to have the ſhoulder, 
becauſe of kis bearing the people, and carrying them and their Sacrifices before God. 
2. The breaſt, the ſear of the heart, to note his compaſſion gendernels, and bowels to 
them, bearing them alwaies in his Prayers and and ardent fighs to thethrone of Grece. 

The remainder was eaten by the faithfull people (who brought che Sacrifice) co ma- 
nifeft cheir incorporation into Chrift. For the Saints do not oÞly receive pardon and 
remiſſion of ſin,upon the account of his precious Szerifice,but they feed upon him, and 


areunited to him by faich. Thoſe that did eat of IdoleSacrifices,are faid to fit at the Ta. - 


ble of Devils,and have communion with them. But ſuch as baye a ſhare in the ſufferings

Our bleſſed Saviour asa Highorieft doth not only as offering expia- 
cory ſacrifice for us «mvTewau, redeem us from fin and mi{cry, but he doth b =emecr, 
obain ſalvation for us,and doth yeeld unto us a < ay:onzoylw, a manuduRtion to God his 
Father,in whom 4 we have boldneſs 2nd accels with confidence through the faith of him. 

- Ac theſe feſtival Sacrifices there was © great rejoycing, joyned with Sonvs and D«n- 
cing : to maniteft what Joy and Exultation of ſpirit the Peace-offering of the Lord Jeſus 
doth proevre for reconciled ſinners, inthe ſight of God, 

Toconciude m a word, Gods Mijefty had his parc in this bleſſed Offering, 25 the 
Remitrer of ſfinand tranſipreſiion, as being the Author of our mercy and dcl:rerance, 
thereby ſhe wing that he was infinitely well pleaſed with-this glorious fatisfaRtion given 
co his Juſtice, hi ſoul ſmelling a Savour of reft in theSzertifice of his Son, will now be- 
gin to hold communion wichus, who are brought niph to him by the blood of kis Son. 
The Prieſt had his part as the inttrument of atonement between us and God: If you take 
it for Chrift, we may then here apply- that expreſſion of the Evangelift, fIt behoved 
him whe" he had (ſuffered eo enter into glory, and the people had their ſhare likewiſe, 
v9 make them graceſu!l and joyfullfor this unſpeakable mercy of their deliverance.

Theſe I ſhall put rogether in their exphcation, as they uſually went hand in'hand in 
their obiation, The common name of the Meat- offeting was i129 a pift or preſent, 
from id eo bring or offer. The word for Drink-offering was 72) or P22 Libamen 
from 7J22 ro pour out. Hereby was ſignified the conftantcommunion that Gods Ma- 
jeſty beld with his peop'e. He had his prefence Chamber in the Temple, viz. the San- 
Ruary, his privy Chamber in che Oracle. ' He had his Table, his meat and drink : ac- 
cording to that promiſe that he made of dwelling in the midft of his people 7/7ae/. The 
yeelding of theſe Offerings ro God, ſhewed the great intereſt he hud in all the things 
which they enjoyed, ard that in token of homage, they were to give to him of all their 
choice enjovments, as the ſoveraign Lord of all their Land, and thar thereby they might 
obtain a blejling upon their outward comforts. 3 Bring ye all the Tithes iato the ſtore- 
houſe, that there may be meat in my houſe, and prove me now herewith, ſaith the 
Lord, If I wilinvc open yoa the windowes of Heaven, and pour you out a bleſſing, 
that there ſhall nor be room enough to receiveit: and TI will retuke the devyourer for 
your ſakez, and he ſhill nor deftroy the fruics of your ground, neither ſhall your Vine 
calt her fruit before the time in the fie!d, faith the Lord of Hoſts. Þ Who knoweth, if 
he will return and repent, and leave bleſſing behind him, even « Aſeat-offering and 4 
Drink effer:ng uno the Lord your God, that is, by bleſfing of the fruits of the Land, 
thac they may yeeld ſuch plenty, as wherewithall you may prepare Off:rings for his Al- 
rar, which before was © cut off from the houſe of the Lord. For ihe field was waſted, the 
land mourned, the corn was conſumed, the new wine was dried up,and the oy! languiſhed.

They are both of 
a fermentiong nature, ſwelling and puffing up. Corrupt DoEtrines are com- 
pared to leaven, tradicions, inventions of men, falſe gloſſes and expoſitions 
of Scripture are ſer forth by ir. Beware, ſays our Lord, of the leaven of the yo, - - 
Phariſees, which is there expreſly interpreted of their Dotrine ; and ſo when 1 ' 2 4 
he forbids them to beware of the leaven of Heres, it is to be meant of chat I 
falſe DoRrive of the Herodians , who taught that Herod was the Meſliah, 
Gregor. no'es 0n Seyiptrre, p. 147. on Mar. 22.16; edit Oxo» 1646. becauſe a 
King in Fudea, atter the Scepter was departed from Judah. To adde any thing 
of mans vain conceptions to the pureDoQtrine of Scripture,and to interlace Di- 
vine Worſhip with Humane Inventions, is a highly provoking fin in the ſight 
of God, and favours of a monſtrous ſpirit of pride, ſwelling with corrupt 
leaven; wherefore the Scripture doth ſtigmacize erronious perſons who cor- 
rupt the cruth, char they uſually ſpeak great ſwelling words of vanity : We 
mutt endeavour to purge out this leaven of pride, corrupt DoQrine, © xr » 
holineſs of heart and life, when we draw near to God, to preſent our Sacri- 
fices ro'bhim ; we muſt keep Goſpel feaſts, not with old leaven, which we fed 
ppon in the houſe of Bondage in the Egyptian ftate of: nature, Exod. 12.15. 1 Co. 5.8. 
neither with the leaven of malice and wickedneſs, but the unleavened bread of 
fincericy and crach : For bypocriſie is Pbariſaical leaven,: Zxke 12.1.

praiſes here in this life are imperfect , not onely as co the miarret , there being 
great cauſe of mourning and-heavineſs for the relits and remainders of fin in us, 
are attended wich many griefs and ſorrows ; no Chriftian can ſay of any day in 
his lite ( arque ibat ſine nube Dies ) that there was no cloud of fin, or ftorm of 
trouble, to hinder bis viſions of peace and joy. So neither for the manner of 
the management of our praiſes, we cannot be upon the wing in ſo holy and 
ſpiricuall a manner, as ſuch a heavenly and Angelical ſervice (as that of praiſe is) 
doth require ; there will fill be a lump of leaven hanging to our feet, and 
therefore herein the goodneſs and tenderneſs of Gods love is ſeen, that he will 
yer accepc our thankofferings thoagh they bave in chem ſore mixtures of fleſh, 
ſome tinQares of imperfeRion. | | 

Another thing annexed to Sacrifices was the burning of incenſe. Now this 
was of two ſorts, and accordingly called in our tranſlate by two narves, Inceaſe 
aod Frankincenſe. Incenſe in che Hebrew is termed N)VP from WP ſwffire, 
adolere, ſuffumigare, to burn and make a ſweet ſmelling ſmoak by fire. This is 
that wbich was made of the five ingredients mentioned in the book of Exodus 
whereof largely before, and is there tranſlated « perfume. This was burne oþon 

golden Alrar of Incenſe every morning and every evening in the (4) rime of DF, Lighnf. 

the Sacrifice of the rwo Lambs every day, and in the Expiacion day we read of 7,,yp/ ſer- 
Incenſe burnt, þefore the blood was brought into che moſt holy place, whether y,,,y, 111. 

or no this chief and precious Incenſe were generally burnt in a tated quantity , 7.,, 16.13, 
at the offering of every Sacrifice, I cannot evidenely determine from Scripture: 

In one place its called che Incenſe of Rams, P/al. 66. 15. probably , becauſe

the moſt gracious requeſts of Saints, are not pure without his incenſe, which 
he addes as & free gift, to render over his merit and holineſs co them, that Gods 
Majeltie may take delight inthem through bis beloved Son, with whom he is

Thus we fee, the holy Scripture is pleafed co ſhadow forth the ſpiritual So- 
lemnities of the Goſpel, by the ancient Ceremonies of the Law. But bence 
it doth no ways follow, that Jewiſh Rites muſt be introduced into the manage- 
magement of New-Teſtament Worſhip, as the Pontificians do, thereby load- 
ing the Chnrch , and impoſing a yoke of inſupportable ceremonies, derived

To cooclude, The laſt thing which did accompany Sacrifice, was Muſick, 
both Inftrumental and Vocal. In the day of your gladnefs, in your ſolemn 
days, and in the beginnings of your moneths, ye (hall Blow (faith God) with Num.10.10 
Trampets over your Burnt-offerings, and over the ſacrifices of your Peace- 
offerings. Blow the Trumpet in Zion, &c. Call the ſolemn Aſſembly. Accord- 
iogly in the days of Hezekiah,when the Burnt. offering began, rhe Song of the 
Lord began alſo with :he Trumpets, and with the Inflraments ordained by Da- 
vid King of Iſrael. It is recorded, that the Levites ſang their Songs on the 
ſteps ariſing up to the great Eaſtgate of the Prieſts Court ; and therefore are 
they called Songs of Degrees : to intimate, that in our aſcent to Duties, our 
hearts ſhould be prepared for Thaokſgiving and Praiſe. O enter into his gates 
with thankſgiving, and into his Courts With pras/e : Pal, 100, 4. On the Sab- 
bath day they ſang in the morning at the ſacrifice of a Lamb (which was added _. 
for that day above the ordinary) the Song of Moſes, in Deur. 32. and in the ©: Lightf. 
evening, the Song of Moſes, in Exod. 15. and finiſh'd them in fix Sabbaths, Temple ſerv, 
and then began again. Wherefore the New Teftamenc Saints are ſaid to ſing Þ: ©": 
the ſong of Moſes, and of the Lamb,in the time of theireternal Sabbath, _ 
ret from all their labours. 

The Papifts have together with many other Jewiſh Ceremonies, introduced 
this alſo into the Church, enjoyning the uſe of Inſtrumental Muſick in Divine 
Service.

Now many will ſay, A maintenance for a Goſpel-Miniſtrey we allow, and 
that competent and ficting for their eſtace and condition, that ſo they may ſerve 
_ the Lord without diftration. But the way of maintenance as it is in our Na- 
tion, by Tythe,' we #llow not of : 1. Becauſe Jewiſh, and annexed to the Cere- 
monial Law. 2. Becauſe brought in under Popery, and is therefore Antichri- 
ftian : And io the next place they hke not a forced 2nd compulſory maintenance 
of that or any other manner, but that every one ſhould gove freely,and this to be 
counted the Goſpel way. | 

Here I ſhall premiſe, thatirt.is not my purpoſe to handle this queſtioo, nor 
to declare my own opinion opon.ir, onely ſe far a5 to cut the nerves of thoſe 
objeRions in ſunder, it is ſuitiemtly done alrcady by many learned and judi-

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cious perſons, Sir Henry Spelman, Sir Fames Sempill, DoRor Carleten,DoRor 
Sclater, M. Nettle, and others : I ſhall only ſpeak a little to che branches of 
this objeQion.

bleffi1gs. Bur now the q +014 pars, or how much of this'is to be dedicated, 
ſtands in force by the poſitive Law of his Declarative Will ; which 1 have 
ſhewa to be the tenth : God declaring that the tenth is bis, *ris his portion-in 
the world, which he gives to his ſervants whom he appoints for the celebration 
of his worſbip. Wherefore even Heathens bv the light of natore knowi 
that there is a God, and conſequently that this God isro be worſhipped, and 
then, that there muſt be adminifrators, or managers of this Worſhip, who 
beceuſe of their conltant attendance thereon,' could nor, nay might not em- 
ploy themſelves in any worldly affairs, therefore ought to have ſome ſer main- 
cenance, whereby their lives might be preſerved, according to the dignity of 
their place : wherefore they generally affigned chem the tenths ; either dedus- 
cing it by tradition from the ancient Patriarehs afrer the ood, ro whom they 
were allyed in collateral lines, or elſe by imitation ef the Worſhip of God in : 
Cavaas. This I could abundantly teſtifie our of P/ntarch, and other grave P/ut.in Lac, 
Authors ia this caſe. Bu: I cannot ſay that the ra»:w, or ſuch a quantity de- + 4163. 
dicaced to God, could be diſcerned by the light of Nature. ; 
A ſecond branch of che objeRion is, That this way of maintenance is 
Popiſh and Antichriſtian, being brought inte the Church after the defeRion 
from the Truth, and che riſe of the man of ſin. 
As to this, the want of kill and knowledge in the hiſtory of the Church, 
may be indulged and pardoned : for no man is bound to ſpeak more then he 
knows; yet to aſſert ir ſo vehemently, as ſome have done, that's unhandſom, 
and not befitting any ſober ſpirit. 
Let them then know, chart after the ten perſecutions of the Primitive times

In theſe times of the Sun-ſhine of the Goſpel was it that the godly Empe-

tain, the Saxon Kiogs having expelled the Britiſh oue of their ancieor Scats, 
being themſelves then Pagans, at lat were converted to the Faith, and holding 
poſſeſſion of the Land by the Ticle of Conqueſt,' of what Lands they kept co 
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the Crown, and of what they enfeoffed their great Lords in, to hold under 
them, they retained nine parts, and made a donation, or deed of gift of the 
renth part to the Clergie : ſo that there is no one perſon in the [and thar hath ar 
preſent any injury, or is oppreſſed thereby. For if Landlords, they never 
purchaſed the tenth : If they be Teoants, they never paid for any Hold or Te- 
nare of the Tenths, either by Fine or Rent : The tenth part bring always re» 
ſerved upon the account of the ancient Donation, as the Miniſters particular 
ſtated portion ; unleſs what is alienate by Impropriation in the days of Henry 
the eighth : ſo that all the great men of the Nation holding their lands either 
by Grant from the Crown, or Patrimonial deſcent, or purchaſe, do thereupon 
ſtill recain the right of Patronage, or preſentment to ſuch places, whereof cheir 
Anceſtors were poſſeſſed at the time of the Donation. So that this Tenure 
and poſſeſſion proceeds from the free gift of Chriftian Magiſtrates, who ſeeing 
a neceſſity of maintaining a godly, karned, and painful Miniſtry, thought it 
the higheſt prudence to fix upon ſore ſetled rate and portion annually to be 
"aſſigned over to that uſe and behqof ; who becauſe of the example of the an- 
cient Patriarchs before the Law, and the command and inftitution of God un» 
der the Law, thought no courſe conld be better taken, then to follow thoſe 
leading examples, and not to give either an eighth, or ninth, ora twelfth, or 
twentieth part of their eſtates, but a tenth, which hath ſince been confirmed 
by manifold Acts and Decrees of ſucceſſive Parliaments of this Nation, both 
before and fince the Reformation. But as to the manner and way, I think no 
ſober and ſerious perſon will much heſicate, incaſe there be a fixed rate ſet and 
appointed ; that ſo their condition may not flucuare, and be ſubjet to incon- 
Nancy ; their hopes of ſopply being elſe fruſtrate uader ſome necellities of Pco- 


vidences. 


Hence then, as to the third branch of the objeRion which lies againſt forced 


maintenance. There is no perſon in this point unjuſtly and unrighteouſly for- 
ced and compelled, nor in the leaſt meaſure oppreſſed ; When the godly Ma- 
giſtrates of the Nation do cauſe the Laws touching that ancient Free gift ard 
Donation, granted by their Anceſtors, to be put in execution ; for .the Su- 
preme Magiftrate is C»ffos wtriu/que Tabule, and doubtleſs may, as godly He- 
zkiah did, command the people that dwelt in 7ery/alem, to give the portion 
[ of the Lord's Minifters] that they might be encouraged in the Law of the 
Lord. So that there was not of late, even in the times of the Biſhops one pe- 
ny but that which was called the Eaſter-offering that was paid of 24 a piece our 
of the peoples purſes, which is now generally fallen with the late Hierarchy : 
Ioſemuch that what 'people will, give freely to ſuch with whom they are in 
Communion and Church- Fellowſhip, is wholly left ro their Chriſtian love, and 
zeal to the Miniſtry and Ordinances. So that if men throughout the Nation 
generally were lefc to their own Free-wills, unleſs it be for ſuch whoſe hearts 
the Lord hath couched with ardent affections, and tender love to his SanRua- 
ry; if the godly Civil Magiſtrate did not interpoſe for the conſervation of the 
Rights of Miniſters, the generality of che carnal, formal, and ungodly people, 
(who hate a ſound ſoul-ſearching, and convincing Miniftry, and are by the 
conſcientious and faithful diſpenſers of the Word, by reaſon of their ſcanda- 
lous (ins, juſtly kept off from ruining their own ſouls in eating and drinking 
their own damnation , by receiving  unworthily at the Lord's Table ) 
they would be fo far from contributing freely and liberally to the mainte- 
nance of ſuch-a Sound, Holy , and Godly Miniſtry , as that they would 
generally deny to render thoſe very Daes, to which the people can never 
in any Juſtice lay the leaſt Claim to, as being by a Deed of Gift paſt 
over to the Miniſtry by our Zealons Fore-fathers , in the firft Plantation 
of the Goſpel,and ſince eftablifhed by ſo many ftrovg and binding Laws. 4 
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Bar there are till ſome perſons {who charitably hope) would not foſter and 
cheriſh in their breaſts any obſtinacy and oppoſition againſt a faithful,boly, able 
and ſincere Miniftrey) that yet do fly to the examples of the Apoſtle Pa»/,who 
that he mighe not be chargeable to the Churches, would rather work with his x Thef. 2.9. 
hands, and think it a fit preſident for Miniſters to uſe ſome calling whereby to 
get their livelihoods. To whom I would reply in the ſpirit of meekneſs and 
ſoberneſs : Firſt, That the Apoſtles needed not to ſtudy, they had the gife of 
Tongues and utterance, they had an extraordinary meaſure of the Spirit of 
God poured our vpon them in the day of Pentecoſt ; they had the gifts of mi- 4 2.4;

as now ſuch extraordinary gifts being ceaſed, Miniſters muſt give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, ro dotine ; they mutt meditate on theſe things, and ; 7794, 4.13; 
give themſelves who/ly to them, that cheir profiring may appear to all, which x 5 
work if they conſcionably perform, looking at the injunRion of God, and the 
profir of ſouls, they will finde liccle time ro ſpend in outward vocations and 
buſineſſes of the world, which cake off the edge of the affeRions from ſpiri- 
tual chings, and pur them our of a prepared frame for Goſpel ſervices, unleſs 
they were ſure to enjoy infallibly the preſence and anointing of the Holy Spirit 
in a1 extraordinary manner, unto the ſeveral emergencies of their duties. I 
doub: not, bur godly Miniſters, if they had ſuch eminent and miraculcus aſti- 
tance (which the primitive times enjoyed) for the performance of their in- 
cumbent ſervices in the Goſpel, they would be content to berake themſelves to 
ſuch moderate imployments inTrade and Merchandize,as whereby poſſibly they 
might attain to ſome good eſtates, by the bleſling of God, as well as others, 
they being generally no more deſtiture of parts chen other men , if this were 
the minde of God, and the rule of the Goſpel. | 

Buc ſecondly, The ſtate of the Churches in the Apoſtles times was general- 
iy poor and mean, and not able to contribute.to their neceflities The Apo- 
{tle doth frequently complain of the poverty of the Saints, and acquaints us, 
that 10: many mighty not many noble were called: If any Goſpel-Miniſter ſhould p,,,. 5,26; 
in this caſe deny to ſet himſelf co ſome labour or work, and {till preſs upon the , co, 19.1 ; 
peoples pure neceſſities, he would then not walk as he had Paw! for an enſam- 2 Cyr.g. 12. 
ple : Bur bleſſed be God, there are thouſands that have given cheir names to Philem..7. 
Chrift in England, who enjoy ſuch ſplendid and ample patrimonies, that they 7,4, 5. 15 
might eaſily cake off from the poorer ſort any burden, and yet ſufficiently main- , (;,, 1, 25 
rain their Teachers, if there were no ſtated and legal maintenance, and nor ne- ; s 
ceſficate chem ro work in callings, to the great diſhortour both of themſelves 
and the Goſpel in theſe times : Such are to be charged from God, that they 
be not high-minded, nor truſt in uncertain riches, but in the living God, who ;_. , 
giveth us richly all things to enjoy, that they do good, that they be rich in good 7 Tim, 6-17, 
works, ready to diſtribure , willing to communicate, laying up in tore for *%1 9: 
themſelves a good foundation againſt the time to come, that they may lay bold 
on eternal life. Bat alas, it is co be feared, that there are many great ones, 
(whoſe caſe is ſadly ro be bemoaned and lamented over) that ſpend far more 
annually in the maintaining of Faulconers and Huntſmen (to ſay no worſe)then 
they expend upon pious uſes : The Lord lay not their tin unto their charge. 
How far are ſuch perſons from the temper of the primitive Saints in the Apo» 
files days, who mucter and grumble at the preſent condition of the Miniftrey, 
which at this day is generally ſo low and mean, that their very Miniſtrey is al 
moſt brought into contempt and reproach among the wicked aud prophane ſpi- 
rits of the vulgar. The ftate of the Church of Chriſt before Conſtaxtines days, 
was generally under perſecution, and afflited in moſt places with deep pover- 
ty, then indeed there was a neceſſicous duty lying vpon the Miniſters ſto rake 
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pg care for their Families, or elſe they would prove worſe then Infi- 
els. 
Such perſons who inſift ſo warmly upon this point of Miniſters working ac- 
cording to the example of ſome of the A poftles( for it ſeems all did nor; except- 
T Cor. 9.6. ing Barnabas and Pawl,others did forbear working) I would wiſh them co look 
to their duty likewiſe, coy follow the example of the Primitive Saints : (fgr 
Afts 4. 34. the ſame rule in all equity bindes them on the other fide) For, there was none 
among them that lacked : For as many as were poſſeſſonrs of. lands or houſes, ſold 
them, and brought the prices of the things that were ſold, and laid them do'vn at 
the Apoſtles feet, I fear me, thoſe that are rich perſors, who preſs this labour- 
ing of Minifters in worldly vocations ſo much, will come off very «dolly and 
ſlowly to this work of ſelling all and laying ic down at the Minifters feer. Iam 
fure the poor would not complain ſo generally as they do, nor the Miniftrey be 
driven from their duties to worldly Iabours (it thi- their abſurd inference ſhould 
rake place) if ſuch would do their duty in this cate,which is inferred upon their 
own ſuppoſition. | 
Bur thirdly, As to the times of the Apoſtles, we are to conſider likewiſe, 
that Chriſtian Religion had not then ſo for prevailed, as to ger any ſtrong toot- 
ing in Princes Corrs ;' So that there were no Chriſtian Magiſtrates to be a 
hedge about the Church, and ro take care in this particular for the comfort 1ble 
ſapport of the Miriſtrey, The Apoſtles declared the will of God ſufficiently, 
but they had no coercive power in this point , and though doubtleſs, many 
mighre make conſcience, who we:e able to do it, yer there wanted not a De- 
994 tO forſake even them, and to embrace this preſent world : No doube, there 
were ſeveral perſons, that being not ſoundly wrought upon, did pull back, and 
"Aft 4, ult. withdraw ; as weread in the caſe of Ananias and Saphira, elſe what needed 
& 5.1,&c. be frequent and fervent exhortations to this duty of communicating. Bur 
when o::ce Chriſtian Magiſtrates aroſe, rbey took care for a certain rate or tri- 


bute to be impoſed on the people for this purpoſe, as it was in the days of Cone - 


ftantine and Licinius : And why that which is incumbent as a duty upon Chri- 
ſtians, may not be made one of the Topicall or Municipal Laws in any Chri- 
{tian Kingdom, State, or Commonwealth, I ſee no reaſon, fince it tends to 
the preſervation of Gods publique Worſhip under the Goſpel. 

Bur however,in this caſe it is very dangerous for any perſons who have this 
bk worlds goods,to plead. poyerty, and going behinde hand, to palliate their wave 
of love to the Miniftrey, to excuſe them from this important work, _ Poſſibly 
the Lord may providentially blaſt ſuch mens eſtates ere they are aware : Cer- 
tainly whatever is detrated ſecretly from that uſe, will make bad portions for 
Pro. 3.9,10. their poſterity. Iam fure God did of old promiſe particular bleſlings co ſuch 
Hag 2. 18 as brought in of their ſubſtance, what was enioyned for the honoursble and 
" *ſplendid maintenance of the Temple; and do we think that God hath Jeſs care 
Mal 39,12 of, and love to bis Goſpel Ambaſſadours, who are the Miniſters of the News 
Dr. Ew. Teſtament ? No certainly ! Butlet fuch conſider, that the very Heathers dealt 
Reym-4b. ſup, Pore nobly and candidly with their Idolatrous Prieſt, who hbelpt on the poor 
* *. creatures cowards hell , Yer becauſe under the ſenſe of ſome Religious, though 
falſe worſbipj, they were moſt of them very liberal. Ir is not my deſign to 
quote any Humane teſtimonics at preſent, I ſhall content my. ſelf with the ci> 
ration of one example our of Scripture, which the Spirit of God takes notice 
of, end that is, of the people of Egyps in the days of 7oſepb, although they 
were then exerciſed under a ſore judgement of Famine, when all the other peo- 
ple of the Land had fold their goods and poſſeſſions to 7oſeph for the Kings 

Gen,q9.26. uſe, yerthe lands of the Priefts were evex then excepted. ; 
I heartily wiſb, that ſach poor ſouls as are tainted with difaffeRion to the 
maintenance of the Goſpel Miniſtrey (that ocherwiſe poſlibly ſome of them 
| may 
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may be honeſt good meaning people) were a little ſenſible that the hand of 7o- 
» abis inall chis : I mean,the Jeſuics and perſons of other Orders,among the Pa- 
pifts, many whereof have been in theſe;late years diſcovered to have been a- 
mong thoſe people in their meerings that withdraw from the publique Aſſem- 
blies, and have been known by ſome of our Nation, that have ſcen them be- 
yond Sea in the proper habits of their Orders, whoſe great deſign is to ſub- 
vert the Univerſities and the Miniſtrey, and then they kaow well enough we 
muſt bid farewel co the Proteſtant Religion, and the game will be theirs: How 
many Popiſh opinions have been vented by them, and here cryed up for New 
Lights, is roo ſadly known as, the DoQtrine of PerfeRion, Voluntary Humi- 


lity, and negle& of the body, attainable in this life, and that the Miniſters of, 


the Reformed Church are no trge Miniſters, and a number of the like, arifing 
out of the Botromleſs Pit] our ſad diſcords, make ſweet harmony in Popiſh 
ears : So that what on the one ſide, betwixt poor ſeduced ſpirits, and carnal 
and prophane, who love none bur dauders with untempered morter, the faith. 
ful Miniſters of Chrift areobjeRed to great reproach and rebuke this day;fo that 
che ſpirits of the godly,and ſuch as are ſtedfaſt in Goſpe1-traths are grieved and 
wounded, the wicked Popiſh ſeducers warmed by ſucceſs, the Devils expeRta» 
tions raiſed, and the Papiſts hopes of a great harveft greatly eolivened, to 
whom in the Northern parts many have declined already, and more will daily: 
Nay, in concluſion, they will ſtrike at the Proteftave Magiltracy as well as Mi- 
niftrey, it is their great aim to bring ir about : And I doubt not bur godly Ma- 
giſtraces do conſider, that there is no one ſort of people under their Govern» 
ment, that can ſo effetually promote their intereſt, as a godly taithful Mini- 
rey can, when encouraged by them; fincethey have ſo much. influence upon 
the conſciences of men: I hope God of his infinite mercy will tir up the wiſ- 
dom and courage of our godly Magiftrates that fit at the Helm,to reform whac 
is awiſs, to be a terrour to evil works, and an encouragement to the uprighe 
in the Land ; ebat ſo a godly Miniftrey may be proteted, maintained and che- 
riſhed, to the glory of the Goſpel, that the Ark of Gods preſence may ever 
contizue among us, in deſpite of all the gates of Hell, ſo long as the Ordi- 
nances of Heaven ſhall endure. To which end, it is well worth the confide- 
ration of the faichful, to rake ſpecial care for their preſervation, and all due 
encouragement, fince there is a neceſlity for their coſtly and chargeable edu- 
cation in the famous Seminaries of Learning ; ſeeing now abilities for Minifteri- 
al ſervice, are not given in miraculouſly : The Scriptures being written in the 
- — Languages, there is great neceſlity for them to be well killed in 
chem. | | 
Their pteparatoty ladies, and their aRual ſervices, do greatly waſte the vi- 
tal ſpirits more then thoſe of the Law did. | 
They are commanded to be wholly in theſe things 3.3: % 747015, ſays Pal 
to Timorby, Be in them, converſe in them, make them cby buſineſs ; whence 
may be inferred, that the Miniftrey ſhould not inimerſe themſelves in ſecular 
affairs, left thereby cheir progreſs and proficiency in the ftady of the Scriptures, 
and their own hearts, ſhould be obitruRed and hindred , So that unleſs ſtrong. 
mn _ by want and poverty, and the wickedneſs of thoſe that are 
able, and deny ſubminiftrationand ſupply co their wants, they ought not to 
_ their ſpirics with the overwhelming and ſoul-dividiogiog cares of this 
e. . | 
Beſides, it is neceſſary for them, as the caſe now ſtands, that they ſhould 
have a well-furniſh'd Library, and be well acquainted with the Hiſtor? of the 
Church all along ſince the world began, eſpecially ſince the time of Chriſt to 
our days. Nay, there is not one Art or Science in the whole Circle or Come 
paſs of Learning, bur ſome way or other may contribute co the C— 
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of a Miniſter for his work in the explication and applying of Scripture : They 
oughr alſo to be well verſed in controverſic ; that they may be able to op- 
poſe gain-ſayers, and maintain the Truth. To this purpoſe ſpeaks 'a learned 
and faithful Diſpenſer of the Goſpel in his days, That they ought to-have [The 
tkill of Arts, of Tongues, the ancient Hebrew, che copious Greek, the ele- 
gant Latine : (Tongues are neceſſary for Embaſſadors, and theſe Tongues are 
very neceſſary for God's Embaſladors.) All which muft be aſſifted (asthe 
Ord in his motion, with his Intelligence) or rather informed, as che Body with 
the Soul in all bis operations) with picthy Logick, perſwaſive Rhetorick, pro- 
found Philoſophy, that I.may not name others ; every one of which apart, 
would make a noble Profeſfion in another ; and yet a'l rogether make but a 
ſmall part of the Noble Profeſſion of Theologie; and rather, not a part, but

in which not a word not a jor, nor a tittle, but hath its weight, and muſt not 
be ſuffered co periſh, the depth of the Scripture, left it be ſaid by ſome ſcof- 
fing Samaritan, The YVVell 3s deep, and thou haſt never a Bucket. Laſtly, The . 
fvccach of Divinity (there is no infinity in Philoſophy, but here there is) 
poſitive, controverſal,Eccleſiaſtical,experimental,for the chair,for the Schools, 
for the pulpir, for the conſcience,” &c. All which are neceſſary for him char 
woald be a worthy Divine. } 

5. He muſt provide for his own Family, or elſe he will lie under that heavie 
doom of the Apoſtle, To be worſe then an Infidel, and deny the Faith : which 
to do as a Man, as a Chriftian, as a Scholar, as a Minitter ; that is, not in a 
ſordid, mean, baſe, and precarious way, leſt the Dignity of his Office be ob- 
je&ed to contempt in the eyes of carnal vulgar people, who generally receive 
che Truch with the more reſpe&t and obedience, from ſuch as having ſome mo- 
derate and comfortable eſtates, and are not obliged ro unworthy and pedantick 
(bifrs and cringings to every inſulting Ba/ak ; nor the enſnaring of their Con- 
ſciences to ſatistie corrupt lufts and humours, by intrenching vpon their glori- 
ous Commiſtions received from Chriſt : This being certain, that converttivg 
work is the main and principal work of the Mioiftry, which will be greatly ad« 
vanced, when their perſons are not obnoxious to ſcorn by their meanneſs 2 
which was found fully true in the perſon of our bleſſed Lord,and his bely Apo- 
Rles and Diſciples. 

Laſtly, Every Goſpel Minifter is commanded to maiatain Hoſpirality them- 
felves, as well as to preach it ; Alas ! they may indeed teach ir to others while 
their Lungs and Heart ftrings crack for want of ſupply, but are not able (pge- 
nerally) themſelves to goto the coſt to praRtiſe ic in our Nation, through ina» 
bility. They are ſo far from being capable co perform this Duty, that many 
have not for their preſent neceſlities, much leſs for their conveniency and re- 
freſhment-: | 

Theſe things being premiſed and duly conſidered, viz. The noble Proviſion 
which God made for his ſervants under the Law, the Diſpenſation whereof 
was far inferiour to this under the Goſpel : Though ſome will ſay, that che 
pomp of thoſe Ordinances conſiſted much in external ſplendour ; and they ſay 
true : but yer, thence can by no means be inferred , that God requires not 
the ſervice of our Bodies and Eftates under the Goſpel : for irs evident, the 
whole New Teſtament teaches the quite contrary. 

Befides, the neceſſary and coftly provifion of all acquired knowledge, the 
ehjoyned ſecluſion of themſelves from worldly occupations, their required ſu- 
ftentation of their Families, and proviſion of a ſubſiſtence for them after cbeit 
departure. The honour and reputation of the Goſpel. The occurring and 
obviating the ſecret deſigns and machinations of our Popiſh adverſaries (who

E are now arrived at the fatal and final period of that firft 
and moſt Magnificent Templezwbich by reaſon of the ma- 
nifold and hainous ſins of the Kings and Nobles, the 
Prieſts and Levites, the lying falſe Prophets, and the wil- 
lingly ſeduced people of the Land of 7«dab, was con- 
ſomed with fire, and utterly laid wafte by Nebxzaradan, the Captain of the 
2 King.25.8 King of Babylon: Guard , in the 19th year of the Reign of Nebuchadnezzar 
er.$2.13. his Imperial Mafter. This great and potent Emperour, who employed his 
oſeph.coyty. Captain in that diſmal !deſign, is called Nab»chedonnoſor by 7oſephns out of 
Apion 1, 1.p, Beroſus, a Chaldean Writer ; by Straboin the 15th Book of his Geography, Na- 
144. vocodroſor ; by Ptolomy in that bis molt Golden Canon of the A{[yries Mo- 
Strabo Geog. narchs, N abocolaſſar, according to a very correR Copy of it communicated 
1. 15 p. 687. by Dr. Overal (ſometime Dean of Paxls in London) co Sculteru living ar 
Calvis.]ſag. Heydelberg, and fince printed by Calvifis, agreeing with another of the 
Chronel, f. p. fame kinde publiſhed by Peravius out of the Kings Library at Pars: The 
79. ſame Canon for ſubftance, though different in ſome letters of the names, and 
Petao-R a the years of their Reigns, is preſented to us by Eu/ebins in bis Chronicle, where 
tion.

Hence it is, that Aftronomers have ths : 151 
eſteemed this Ep:cha to. be. one of the firmeſt Baſis of all Chrono- Rs 
logy. 
Now then to apply the time of this ſad Cataftrophe and diſſolution of the 
Temple, to the 7alian period : For which purpoſe,we mult ar preſent afſume 
ſome things (bur yet ſuch are now generally agreed on, and demonſtrated by 
able Authors) 1. Thar the firſt year of the true time of our Lords Incarnati- 
on, was co-incident with 4710 year of that happily-invented 7=/ian Period,and 
alſo with the 4000 year of che world. 2. That the firſt of Nabon«ſſars £ra 
did correſpond wich the 3967 year of the forementioned Period. To which 
if we adde 159 compleat years of Naboxaſſar*s (for it was in thie 160 current ) 
che Sum brings us to the 4126 year of the 7«/zan Period ; in which the 19 year 
of Nebuchadn:zz4r (deduced from his firit begioning to reign, while his Fa- 
ther was yet alive) doth compleatly fall, If further, we ſhall ſubſtra&t 4126 
from 4710. the year of he 7«/;a» Period at our Lords birth ; the reſidue will-- 
be 584 years before Chrifts crue birch-cime, or5 88 defore the vulgar compurta- 
rion, which is four years behinde the truth, when the Temple was deſtroyed. 
Laftly, If we deduce thoſe 584 years before Chriſt, from' 4000. the year of 
the world wherein Chrift was born, according to the beſt computatiobs, the 
reſidue points ont 3416. for the year of the world wherein the Temple was 
burnt, according to this calculation of che times. | 
In this deplorable year, on the ſeventh day of the fifth Moneth (anſwering 2 King.25.8 
to Anugyſt the 24 of t'e f(5an year, being Wedneſday) the Great Commander 
of the King of Bbylons Army, ſers fire to the houſe of the Lord, and the 
Kings Palace, and to all the houſes of Fernſalem, ſo that every great mans 
, houſe was burnt with fire ; which diſmal and flaming conſumption continued, 
till it had fully devoored all thoſe forementioned ftately Palaces on the 10 day | 
of rhe ſame fifch monerh, anſwering to the 27 of Auguſt , being Satwrday, Fer.53+ 12.

Moreover, the fire which 
came down from Heaven conſumed- to aſhes che: bammers, graving tools , 


ſaws, hatchets, axes, and all the other inſtruments which the Workmen had' 


brought for their ſervice, continuing a whole day together, &c, when Cyril, 
who was at that time Biſhop of 7er#ſalem, ſaw cheſe things : He conſidered 
in his. minde the word of the Prophet Daniel, ro which Chriſt alfo had ſer his 
ſeal in the holy Goſpel :, He told tbetnall, that now was the rice that the Ora- 
cle of our. Saviour had its accompliſhment ; which ſaid, That a ftone ſhould 
not remsin upon a ſtone. in the Temple. And when he bad ſpoken this, a 
ſore earthquake aſſailed the foundations, and caſt out all the remaining ſtones, 
and diſperſed them. . Upon this, thete aroſe a fearful ſtorm, and whirled into 
the ayr many thouſand: buſhels of lime and plaifter, and ſudden flames of fire 
flzſhing from beneath, burnt up in a moment an innumerable company of peo- 
ple, that were as yet either labouring in the work, or that came to behold it. 
Thus did 7=lian fulfil Chriſts preditions concerning 7ernſalem, which he de- 
ſigned to have made void, &c. Theſe prodigies are ſufficient to prove the truth 
of the Oracle : But what ſhall be pow declared, bciog very wonderfo], will 
further confirm ic, which I ſhall report, as I have found in the Archives, and 
itis thus: When the foundations were a- laying, as . I have ſaid, there was 
a toneamong the reſt, ro which the bottom [of che foundation. was faſtned, 
that flipt from its place, and diſcovered the month of a cave which had been 
cut in therock.
